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Police Release Boy 
Quizzed In Murders 


Norman Hager Held For 2!4 Days 


WASHINGTON. June 17 UP>—Police today freed an 18-year-old boy 
held 2Li days for questioning in the slaying of two pretty teen-age 
girls in a suburban Maryland picnic ground. 
Norman William Hager, the youth, was released after his attorneys 
successfully brought habeas corpus*-*— --------------------- — ..... 
proceedings charging he had been 
held illegally without communica­ 
tion with parents or attorneys. 
His release left the baffling ca..e 
still unsolved. The school girl vic­ 
tims, Nancy Marie Shomette, 16, 
and Michael Ann Ryan, 14, were 
found Wednesday morning, riddled 
by a fusillade of fourteen .22 cali­ 
ber rifle bullets near the Univer­ 
sity of Maryland. They had not 
been sexually attacked. 
The habeas corpus hearing, be­ 
fore Judge Charles C. Marbury in 
Upper Marlboro, Md., lasted only 
two minutes. Atty. A. Gwynn Bow­ 
ie said the state had shown no 
reason for holding the youth. 
Blair H. Smith, states attorney 
for Prince George County, replied: 
“ The state will consent to the 
granting of the writ. It d*es not 
wish to detain Norman William 
Hager any longer." 
Hager promptly joined his par­ 
ents and left the courthouse. 
Shortly before the court session 
the youth had been booked offi­ 
cially for “ investigation of mur­ 
der." 
The

were dated the day of the shooting 
but were not signed or witnessed 
until today. 
George McLeish, another attor­ 
ney for Hager, said he believed 
District of Columbia police, coop­ 
erating in the case, were “ emotion­ 
ally aroused" because one of the 
victims was a daughter of a dis­ 
trict policeman. 
Hager was taken to the court­ 
room from Prince Georges Hospi­ 
tal, w h e r e District of Columbia 
Dep.

Drug Addiction 
On The Increase 


In an appearance before a Senate Judiciary sub­ 
committee in Washington, Narcotics Commissioner 
Harry J. Anslinger released some frightening figures 
on the increase of the vicious dope racket in the 


United States. 
Some 60,000 Americans, or one out of 3,000, is 
now a confirmed drug addict, according to the nar­ 
cotics expert. This figure represents a 300 per cent 
Increase over the years 1938 to 1948, when one out 
of 10,000 Americans was a captive of the dope 


peddlers. 
Alarming as the tremendous increase in the 
narcotics traffic has been in just IO years, it is nothing 
compared to what may happen in the next decade if 
the racket is allowed to flourish unchecked. It was 
on this urgent basis that Mr. Anslinger appealed to 
the .senators for stronger laws to cope with the 


problem. 
‘ Strong laws, good enforcement, stiff sentences, 
and a compulsory hospitalization program are the 
necessary foundations upon which any successful 
program must be predicated 
These will go a long 
way toward suppressing the abuse of narcotic drugs,” 
Anslinger told the committee. 
An interesting visitor to the hearing. Tom Reid, 
chairman of the Canadian Senate s Narcotics Investi­ 
gating Committee, warned the senators that from his 
own experience he knew they had an uphill fight. 
He said Canada has 3.200 drug addicts, or one out of 
4 600, a considerably better record than the United 
States. 
This sordid racket is no penny ante game. Some 
$600,000 daily is being drained from the American 
pocketbook. The tragedy is the only net result of 
this huge sum is the ruination of countless Americans, 
physically and mentally. Those who feed this sickness 
should be tried for manslaughter, for, in reality, that 
is the crime they have committed.

West Needs "Show Me Attitude Toward Russians

A Refugee Speaks 


Dr. Otto Nathan took refuge in the United States from 
the Nazis, becam e a professor of economics at New York 
University, was nam ed by Albert Einstein as his executor, 
and has been fighting the State D epartm ent in the courts 
because it has refused to grant him a passport to travel 
In Europe. Thus far. he has not disclosed what he has 
done with Einstein s ashes and there is a suspicion among 
some that his current compulsion to go to Europe has 
something to do with the disposition of the final rem ains 
of the philosopher. 
In the Charleston <West Virginia) Daily Mail of Feb­ 
ruary IO. I find a report of a speech Dr. Nathan deliv­ 
ered in that city. One paragraph followed almost word 
for word the statem ents of a Com munist I listened to in 
Lewisham, outside of London, during the recent elections 
in England. Dr. Nathan said in Charleston: 


“The t oited Stale* is the leader of Western 
countries establishing military bases all around the 
U.S.S.R.. and that is why the Russians consider us the 
chief offenders in the cold war.” 


Dr. Nathan, in his speech, went right down the line. 
He favored co-existence: 
“ We must face the cold facts of reality that there are 
two rival cam ps—Capitalism and com m unism , and I am 
convinced that they can coexist . . . 
“ I say again, again and again that we m ust learn to 
eo-exist in the two worlds—capitalism and communism— 
it is a historical destiny that they exist.” 
He placed the United States in the category of im­ 
perialistic nations: 


“ The imperialism and colonialism practiced Ut 
underdeveloped countries are equally responsible for 
the existence of the cold war. 
The United States la 
guilty of interference in the governments of some 
Latin American nations . . . 


“ We <the United States) had no business interfering 


Ut the struggle of the shoeless and economically distressed 
people of G uatem ala—it was a popular uprising of the 
native people—some of whom may be Com m unists.” 


Dr. Otto Nathan, as a person, is not of tremendous 
significance. 
Ills influence in this country has been 
scant. 
His name emerged when Einstein died. One 
ran pass over such statements as the private opinion 
of an individual, an opinion to which he is entitled 
In a free country, 
le t him speak. 
Let him Join all 
sorts of organisations. The United States survives all 
this and more. 


But I am often puzzled by the phenomenon that so 
m any of those to whom we gave sanctuary in the days 
when Hitler was m urdering his opposition, show so little 
gratitude for w hat was done for them. 
It m ust be true 
that thousands of refugees are grateful, but so few of 
them ever give expression to their em otions while such 
cases as these are glaring examples of ingratitude: 
Oscar Lange, who became a professor at Chicago 
University, turned on this land of freedom , denounced it, 
renounced his A m erican citizenship, becam e the Com­ 
m unist Polish representative here, was sent by Poland to 
tho United Nations, and now has disappeared from public 
view. 
Perhaps Lange is a minor official in Poland or 
m aybe he is dead. 
But to me he is to be rem em bered 
as an ingrate. 


The brothers, Manns and Gerhardt Alisier, were 
admitted into this country as refugees. 
Hanns is a 
musician and he did very well. indeed, in Hollywood. 
Gerhardt was a spy and for a time was the top Com­ 
munist agent in this country, representing the Comin­ 
tern. He escaped from the United States and was pet 
up in East Germany to conduct a violent and untruth­ 
ful propaganda in Europe against the country that 
gave him a home when he was in physical peril. 


Thomas Mann is one of the most distinguished writers 
in all the world. We gave him and his fam ily sanctuary. 
As soon as it was safe for him, he moved to Red Germ an 
territory as a respite from dwelling in Am erica. He has 
not spoken well of us since. 
These are but five examples of ingratitude. 
Many 
m ore can be cited, but they are mostly among the so­ 
called great minds that seek a special status as superior 
to other men in a land where an em ploye of the Depart­ 
m ent of Sanitation is equal in the eyes of the law, and, 
In a m anner, socially, to a professor in a university. Is 
that wrong?

W hat Messrs. Dulles, Pinay and 
M acM illan, representing the Unit­ 
ed States, France and G reat Bri­ 
tain, are trying to do is to figure 
out some way to meet this unusual 
form of attack. N aturally the three 
foreign 
ministers 
are 
cautious. 
When they meet with Soviet For­ 
eign M inister Molotov in San F ran­ 
cisco next week they will not try 
to settle anything except proce­ 
dures—that is, how the Geneva 
conference of the four heads of 
state “ at the summ it” is to be con­ 
ducted. 
Thus far there is no form alized 
agenda, which means th at nature 
will have to take its course once 
the “ sum m it” conference gets go­ 
ing.

Properly Fitting Shoes, Hose Will Help Prevent Corns 


T here is more puun in a corn 
than m eets the eye. 
These insig­ 
nificant overgrowths are respon­ 
sible for much distress which dis­ 
turbs not only the disposition but 
the health. What can be done about 
them ? 
Most corns develop from ill fit­ 
ting shoes that press or rub against 
the toes. The skin cells harden in 
self-defense to protect the under­ 
lying softer areas. 
The resulting 
overgrowth takes up space that 
already is At a prem ium and pain 
is bound to persist unless the corn 
is rem oved or larger shoes are 
worn. 
The toes are most vulnerable

mended. particularly in older per­ 
sons with inadequate circulation. 
If there is any question, a chiropo­ 
dist should be consulted. 
Soaking the feet once or twice 
a day in warm w ater containing 
a teaspoonful of baking soda will 
help keep corns soft. Special salves 
azid ointments also have this ef­ 
fect. Salicylic acid is one of the 
m ost popular ingredients in these 
products.

The Squaw Valley bid barely 
nosed out Innsbruck, Austria, in 
the final vote. 
Selection of the California site 
represents the first time the winter 
games have been moved out of 
Eruope in 28 years and the second 
time in history. The 1932 winter 
Olympics were held at Lake Pa- 
cid, N. Y. The 1956 games will 
be held at Cortina D’Ampezzo. 
Selection of Squaw Valley came 
a day after selection of Rome as 
the site of the 1960 summer games. 
After deciding the winter games 
site, the committee voted down re­ 
quests to add volley ball, judo, 
archery and roller skating to the 
list of optional sports for the sum­ 
mer games.
